inces. These will he of the largest capa¬ 
city and the most modern type. This Is 
true economy, foh the reason that three 
modern high-powered dmlgeti are an 
rtroeh more efficient lhau the older and 
smaller machines, that there is no com¬ 
parison in results nccofciplished. 

Mr. lloldneon has also designed a spe¬ 
cial dredge for the Arrow lakes channels, 
which are troublesome to steamers a\ low 
water.

The Gorge has always been a favorite 
place, and Ha charms to fhe camper have 
not faded as ia evinced by the large num¬ 
ber of tents notkeeble along the bsnki*.
